about the Legislature, which ailjonrnet 
last Thursday, that, rj'-rhnpg the ueopl 
are tired of the subject; but the lesson i 
to bo learned, and the present Legisla 
ture helps to teach it, that men win 
know what to do, and are eonscieutiou 
about doing it, are the only ones who 
are tit to govern. 


The present body was elected by th 


political machinery to delect a Uniteu 
States Senator. That really was the 
only point in issue, and in the selection 
of candidates that was the controlling 
question. It was scarcely to be expect 
ed, therefore, that the Legislature wouK 
be a competent one for the purposes o 
government, and its incapacity is clearly 
demonstrated. 


It^ most noticeable failure was its 


neglect or refusal to enact into laws tht 
promises made by its party, tending to 
ward iinproveneut in political methods. 
It was dominated by the same powei 
that dictated these promises, and it has 
proved beyond question that the Repub 
lican management is not worthy of 
the confidence of the people. 


Legislation is a very practical matter, 


for it controls taxation, and the more 
proiligate are the Lfjrisliittire'a actions 
and appropriations and jobs, to call them 
nothing worse, the greater is the degree 
of taxation, and, furthermore, a vicious 
system of politics has a moral effect on 
the community that is not for the best 
of the citizens. 


Instead of making any effort to rt deem 


the solemn pledges to abolish sinecure 
ollices and to reduce extravagantsalaries, 
attention was diiected solely to the open- 
ing up of new sources of taxation in or- 
der to obtain more means for wasteful 
expenditures. What the auo'mtof rev 
enue from the various tax measures of 
the session, including the new classifica- 
tion of brewers' licenses, the direct 
heritaucB tax, the additional tax on the 
gross receipts of insurance and express 
companies, the tax of three cents a day 
on foreign laborers, the tax on corpora- 
tion store orders and SO;I!H others, will be 
their own authors can form no approxi- 
mate reckoning. 
Some or t.iese tax bills 


are 
HO iniquitous and others are so 


clumsily drawn that they wouM hardly 
run the gantlet of the C mrls if they 
dhonld escape the veto of Ojvernor 
Hastings.

drfi.-s in Trinity Lutheran Churcii, Hagera- 
towu, last Wednesday night on "The 
Abuse of the Wheel."

abu^eH <:onsi=5ted in immoderate riding, in 
tlie purchase of wheels by people who 
cannot afford it, by riding on Sunday and 
men anil women tigetber taking long rides 
into the country without chaperonea. Pie 
cited medical authority to prove that 
riding cramped tiie apex of the lungs and 
minced consumption, and that appendi- 
citis was also ind iced by riding a wheel, 
especially among children and young girlg.

Tht- legislature Celebrates July I 1,5- a VI- 


luil Adjournment—Now Keveiitie Hill 


1'usses tl»e House by lt-t to B7. 


The biennial session of the Pennsj 1 vania 


Legislature, which began January 3, ad- 
journed finally at noon last Thursday. 


Tlie session was one of the longest in 


the history of the State. There was con- 
siderable friction ia both houses between 
tin- rival Republican factions. 


The final sitting of the House began at 


S o'clock Wednesday night and continued 
utitjl 5.30 Thursday morning, with an 
hour's intermission at midnight for supper. 
After the morning recess a corps of char- 
women was put to work clearing the hall 
of the House for the final session. The 
ilooi1 was strewn with paper six inches 
thick and had more the appearance of u 
junk aliop than an assembly hall. 


A bill appropriating $7,200 to pay the 


expenses of investigating the eastern and 
western penitentiaries was defeated, re- 
considered and passed finally. Other ex- 
pense bills, which were (Moated, wen; re- 
considered and put through. 


The House receded from its ci t oijl,- 


000,000 on the school appropriation for tjie 
next two years and reinserted the appro- 
priation of $200,000 for the Suite Normal 
schools, which had been stricken out bv 
the Senate. 


There was much opposition to the new 


revenue bill, Mr. Crothers, of Vliiladel- 
phia, charged that it had been purpos-ely 
delayed so that it could not be considered 
near the hour of adjournment, in order to 
force members to vote for it. The meas- 
ure is in the interest of the Brewers' Trust, 
he declared, and against the small brewers. 
.Mr. Crotliers referred to the rumor that 
there is a deal between the trust and cer- 
tain politicians and said that if this were 
true the State cannot expect to derive 
revenue from the source from which the 
State political machine gets ita support. 
Speaker Dover descended from the chair 
to speak in favor of the measure. 
The 


bill was adopted—yeas 114, nays 137. 


The committee investigating the cause 


of the State Capitol fire made its report to 
tbe Senate. The committee-men found the 
cause to be due either to a non-insulated 
electric wire or a defective fine or fireplace. 


An attempt was made to reconsider the 


vote by which the Bicycle Tax bill was 
defeated in the House. 
Mr. Piolett, who 


has led the opposition ull through the ses- 
sion, rallied his forces and the other side 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 


Mr. Osbourn introduced a resolution in- 


structing the Appropriations Committee 
to insert an item in the general appropria- 
tions bill providing that money be appro- 
priated to public schools only in such 
cases where the school districts raise at 
least an equal amount of money for school 
purposes for tlie respective district. It 
was defeated. 


The Simons bill, which compels munici- 


palities to purchase existing electric light, 
water and gas companies before uiuniei- 
palicies can operate such plants of their 
own, passed finally by a vote of A. to (». 
There was no discussion w h a l e u r u n the 
hill.

to make general regulations concerning 
them, and to tiansfer both ofiicers and 
prisoners from one prison to another. 


'A. To establish at some centrally located 


prison a ward or hospital for insane pris- 
oners, and to secure the detention of these 
under proper safeguards, regardless of their 
terms of sentence. 


4. To abolish all power driven machin- 


ery from every prison in the State, but 
would recommend that all goods used in 
the different State institutions of the Com- 
monwealth be made by the convicts of the 
two penitentiaries. 


Should these objects bo nccornplishod by 


suitable legislation, tho committee believes 
it would be entirely unnecessary to erect a 
separate and independent asylum for in- 
sane convicts. 


In the Senate the report ol the Confer- 


ence Committee on the Criminal Libel act 
was read and adopted. 
As amended, it 


provides that in all criminal prosecutions 
or indictments for libel, if the matter 
charged as libelous is, in the opinion of the 
Couit, proper for public information, the 
truth may be given in evidence to tlie jury. 
In no case can the defendant in any prose- 
cution for libel be convicted for the print- 
ing or publication of the same libel upon 
the same individual in more than one 
county of this State. 
Iu any civil action 


for libel the plea of justification shall be 
accepted aa adequate when it is pleaded by 
the defendant that the publication is sub- 
stantially true in every material respect 
and is proper for public information ; and 
if finch a plea shall be established to the 
satisfaction of the Court and jury there 
shall be no recovery. 
In no civil action 


for libel shall damages be awarded beyond 
just restitution for injury actually sustain- 
ed. Iu the House the conference report 
was adopted, and the bill goes to the Gov- 
ernor.

Emperor William of Germany is soon 


to receive the largest pair of elk horns in 
the world, aa a gift from Hans Leiden, 
the German Consul of the Netherlands, 
and the director of the Zoological Garden 
of Cologne. They have been 
prepared 


and mounted by Professor Gns Stanskv, 
of Colorado Springs, Col., and are now on 
their way to Berlin, where they will be 
formally presented to the Emperor to be 
placed by him in bis hunting room or 
celebration hall. These monster antlers 
meaaure twelve feet from tip of beam to 
tip of beam across the skull, and have a 
spread of 62 inches. They have a beam 
of 67 and l!74 inches respectively, and the 
longest prongs are from 22 to 23j inches 
in length. There are twelve prongs in all, 
and including the beams they have a total 
length of nearly 30 feet. The largest elk 
horns known to exist prior to the discov- 
ery of tiieae are in the British Museum, 
in London.

Fatal Accident. 


A Man "WUo Gives His Name as James 


Corbett I>les »t the County 


James Corbett, an employee of the Wal- 


l.ice Circua, giving his home as 14 New 
street, Sharpness, England, fell frotn a car 
on last Tuesday night neat1 Hanover, and 
received injuries from \\nich lie died on 
Wednesday afternoon at the Alma-house 
here. 


After the injured man was brought to 


Gettysburg and was taken to the Alms- 
house, Dr. .1. H. Dickson, the Institution's 
physician, was called. 
He considered am- 


l>utation necessary and invited Dra. W. H. 
O'NL-al and ,1. B. Scott to assist. Du. F. 
0. Wolf, of East Berlin, and Geo. L. Bice, 
of McShorrystown, were also present. 


Before the amputation took place, how- 


ever, the patient became worse, and died 
about three o'clock, no reaction from tho 
shock having taken place. 


At the requestor the lad, Dr. Dickaon 


wrote to his parents, at Sharpness, Eng- 
l.iiid, informing them of the accident 
which resulted in death. 


The following account of the accident is

"Watering Horses. 


A Pnrinpr Pleiuls for More Humane Treat- 


ment Thuii Mj,ny Of o«r tlurgeg Receive. 


EDITORS, OF COMPILER : 
Nothing is more important than to see 


that the farm 
horse 
baa plenty of 


fresh water, especially during the hot 
weather. 
As a rule farmers intend to be 


kind to their horses, but it is with this 
like many other things, they are thought- 
less, and, in consequence, the horse often 
suffers. 
I have been among horaesall my 


life and believe it is pale to say that if a 
horse had his own way about it he would 
drink water as frequently as men do, es- 
pecially in tbe summer time, when as a 
rule he has to work hard from ten to 
twelve houis a day and be tormented with 
heat and Hies, and not infrequently with a 
very thoughtless and incompetent driver. 
The following is about the rule with most 
farmers in regard to watering their horses : 
The first thing the man in charge does 
when he goes to the barn in the morning, 
after the horse has stood in a hot stable all 


ight, is to Oil the rack with hay, then 


proceed lo clean the horse and get him 
ready for his day's work. After this is 
done he is given his grain ration, usually

dry, 
hard corn, never getting any water 


until taken out to be hitched up for work 
an hour or two after this, as the case may 
be, as it ia a rule to do all the chores 
around the place iu the morning belore 
starting to the field. 


Now, 
brother farmer, just think for one 


moment. This hoi^e was brought in from 
the field some time last evening, hot and 
thirsty, was left run to water before being 
ungeared, and after gulping down a lot he 
was tied to his stall, then fed a lot of dry 
hay and later a feed of dry grain, then left 
for the night. The next morning he was 
lilled up again with hay and graiu as be- 
fore stated; all this time, from the day be- 
fore, not receiving a mouthful of water. 
Think of a man or woman either not get- 
ling a drop of water or anything else to 
drink from before supper one day until 
after breakfast the next. 


Our custom for years has been during 


hot weather to give the horses water the 
first thing in the morning, before giving 
them hay or grain. Just loosen them at 
the head and let them run out to the 
trough. 
How they do seem to relish it 


after being in the hot stable all night. 
Then give them their hay and grain, and 
on starting out for the day's work let them 
have water again.
